The New Image 


NO TAXATION — BUT NO REPRESENTATION, EITHER 


Until this year, the popularity of off- 
road vehicle recreation has not been a 
serious problem, Since 1964, however, 
at least 500,000 motorcycles have gone 
off the road in California alone, Add to 
this total the growing number of dune 
buggies, four-wheel drive vehicles and 
camper conversions, and you have an 
off-road population explosion of im- 
mense proportions. 

All of these recreation vehicles are 
competing for the same wide-open spaces 
with the hunter, fisherman, cattle fat- 
tener, bird watcher, horseman, hiker, 
hermit and private industrialist. 

Unfortunately, the off-road vehicle 
user has virtually zero representation on 
the bureaus charged with administering 
the public lands, while all the other in- 
terests, with the possible exception of 
hermits, have been in the saddle for 
years. 

For example, the U.S. Bureau of Land 
Management, which nowhas the dictator- 
ial power to confine all off-road vehicle 
use to a few “reservations,” was cre- 
ated over 20 years ago out of the old 
General Land Office and the Grazing 
Service. It is no wonder that the sheep 
herders can get all the desert they want 
from the BLM for a few cents an acre, 
while we who merely want to use the land 
for recreation are being shut out. 

It should be noted here that most of 
the land closures to motorcycles that 
Cycle News has investigated in recent 
weeks have involved private property. 
The BLM claims it has only ordered the 
closing of one area, Panoche, in the 
state of California. 

Apparently the flood of letters from 
Cycle News readers to the BLM and 
U.S. Secretary of the Interior Hickel 
caused the BLM to back off from enforc- 
ing the new regulations that ban vehicle 
use from public lands...at least for the 
time being. 

The form letter sent by the BLM to 
readers writing to protest the sneaky 
way in which they seek to ban vehicles 
from public land splits semantic hairs 
by insisting that “the directives pub- 
lished in the Federal Register on Janu- 
ary 18 are not a new law, but are regu- 
lations...’ We asked them to define the 
difference between a regulation and a 
law for our unbureaucratic minds and it 
turns out there is little, if any, differ- 
ence. Either way you can go to jail for 
riding on public land where they say 
not to. 


Desert Policemen Next? 


Perhaps the main difference is in the 
way the BLM proposes to handle vio- 
lators. To “expedite enforcement,’’ the 
BLM would seek a law similar to the one 
the U.S. Forest Service got passed in 
1964, making violations of rules and 
regulations petty offenses, ‘Petty of- 
fenders could be TRIED AND CONVICT- 
ED by a U.S. commissioner, thus elim- 
inating the need to clog federal or state 
courts...’’ The quote is from the San 
Bernardino Evening Telegram. The cap- 
itals are ours. 

At present, the BLM hastens to point 
out, the regulations are not being en- 
forced, Mainly, we suspect, because the 
Bureau hasn't enough manpower to police 
all eleven million acres of the California 
desert that are in the public domain, 
much less the hundreds of millions of 
acres in the whole United States. 

But this is not to imply that the BLM 
does not plan to enforce their shady 
regulations, They envision a giant ‘‘des- 
ert ranger force’’ à la the Forest Rang- 
ers, that would be empowered to cite 

petty offenders and charge them with a 
misdemeanor (6 months in jail, up to 


$500 fine) for pursuing their happiness 
on the public land. 


How Would You Do It? 


So far our letters have convinced the 
BLM and the Dept. of Interior that off- 
road vehicle recreationists, especially 
motorcyclists, have a strong voice. 
We've got their attention. 

Our next step will be to work with 
state legislatures to establish ‘‘Recrea- 
tional Vehicle Committees" composed 
of State Congressmen, which will look 
out for the interests of the growing pop- 
ulation of off-road vehicle users. The 
committees will review proposed legis- 
lation that would affect citizens' free- 
dom to enjoy the outdoors via modern 
conveyances, and initiate new legislation 
that would extend and protect our rights, 

Legislative representation does not 
come free. Probably a means of taxing 
off-road vehicles will have to be devised. 
Right now the U.S. government is making 
plans to treat off-road machines the 
same as road going vehicles, complete 
with registration fees, license plates, 
road equipment, etc, Granted, this would 
seem easier than creating a new bureau 
to handle off-road vehicles, but it would 
not be sensible or fair, 

A better plan seems to be the creation 
of a “Bureau of Recreational Vehicles”, 
similar to the state departments of mo- 
tor vehicles, to deal with the problems 
of registering, counting and regulating 
off-road machines. Funds collected in the 
form of registration fees should be ap- 
plied to leasing and maintaining an ever- 
growing system of recreational vehicle 
parks, similar to the plan that is being 
tried out in Wisconsin and reported in 
Cycle News some weeks ago. 


We would like to know readers' opin- 
ions on the above proposals. Would you 
be willing to pay a $3 to $5 per year 
registration fee for each of your motor- 
cycles if the money were used to create 
and maintain 1.) a legislative committee 
to look out for your interests. 2.) a sys- 
tem of riding grounds for registered ve- 
hicles and 3.) a bureau to administer and 
keep track of off-road vehicle recreation?

Legislative

Something is in the wind in the Cali- 
fornia State Capital with the introduction 
of SB 684 by Senator Robert Lagomar- 
sino of Ventura. This bill, which is a 
revamping of the California Trails Law, 
would update existing laws to make re- 
creational area more available to all 
Californians and streamline administra- 
tion of recreational needs, 

The most significant point of SB 864 
is the addition of motori zed vehicles and 
bicycles to the concept of trails develop- 
ment which had previously been strictly 
for horses and hikers, 

The measure met with stiff opposition 
when it went to the first committee, Sen, 
Lagomarsino’s own Natural Resources 
committee. Most of the members op- 
posed the simple inclusion of motor 
vehicles, assuming that this would some- 
how mean that vehicles, horses and hik- 
ers were all to use the same trails, 

Senator Lagomarsino offered as au- 
thor’s amendments the suggestions of 
Senator Nejedly, that vehicles be con- 
sidered as a separate part of the mea- 
sure. 

It is uncertain yet just how the legis- 
lation will finally emerge but it is a 
needed beginning. 

One of the best answers to the prob- 
lem of scattered and uncertain avail- 
ability of riding area is for the state to 
consider the vehicle enthusiast as a 
definite part of the recreational picture 
and make allowance for his needs. SB 
684 recognizes this and takes a definite 
step in that direction, 

In coming weeks we will be following 
and working with this measure as it 
goes through its paces in the legislature. 

The time has come for cycle people 
(and other vehicle hobbyists as well) to 
think of themselves as tax-payers and 
shareholders in the state, We are not 
beggars who must plead for a gratuity 
of space to pursue our legitimate, con- 
structive and enjoyable pastime, We are 
an important part of this state and we 
have a right to our fair share, 

With reason and determination we will 
receive it.

BSA DEALER ) 
SETS 3 FLAG RECORD 


Canada To Mexico 


In 23 hours.,35 minutes.

A new border-to-border record of 23 hours, 35 minutes, has been esta- 
blished by Darrell Triber of Spokane, Washington, riding the BSA Rocket 3, 
750cc motorcycle which, in its short existence, has already knocked several 


A.M.A. records out of the books. 


Triber blasted his way out of Blaine, Washington (on the Canadian bor- 
der) at 12.19 p.m. Sunday, May 4th, with his departure time certified by the 
Mayor of Blaine, and he hit Tijuana, Mexico, at 11:44 a.m. Monday, May 5th, 
in time to help the city celebrate its national holiday, Cinco De Mayo — with 
a California Highway Patrol officer at the border to attest to his arrival and 


the time. 

The 38-year old Triber prepared the 
BSA for the 1,394.5 mile run with a 
thorough tune-up; checking timing, 
points, plugs etc., and by replacing the 
standard plugs and main jets. He used 
colder plugs than the originals and in- 
stalled #150 main jets. The bike car- 
ried a Wixom fairing with a cut down 
windscreen, Triber took along an extra 
set of plugs and several chain links as 
his only spare parts. After he was well 
on his way out of Washington, he realized 
he had forgotten a spare throttle cable. 
As it turned out, none of the extras were 
needed. The only mechanical difficulty 
encountered along the way was a neces- 
sity to adjust the rear chain four times. 
Triber blamed a mis-aligned rear wheel 
for that, 

Personal preparation consisted of 
“lots of rest during the week prior to the 
run." Triber managed only five hours of 
sleep the night before departing because 
of last minute checks and transporting 
the bike north to the Canadian Border, 
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Darrell stopped once for breakfast 
**when I got a little sleepy" and spaced 
gas stops 100 miles apart, He only 
Stopped, in his words, ‘‘..,just long 
enough to gas and go." 


1,394.5 Miles in Less Than a Day 


Physically, he got an ache between his 
Shoulder blades that is familiar toevery 
long distance rider that only stopping and 
getting off can chase away. Triber found 
he could relax most of his tight, tired 
muscles by crouching on the pegs with 
his body a few inches off the seat, 

His biggest hindrance was heavy traf- 
fic the length of the run, A Washington 
driver passing two cars in front of him 
blew a tire and ‘‘threw rubber all over 
the road," but Triber was able to avoid 
him, 

When we talked to Triber the first 
question he asked was, ‘‘Is it still rain- 
ing down there?" He was blessed with 
good weather until he reached Los An- 
geles. ‘‘It poured cats and dogs from

L.A. to San Diego,’’ he said. 

Asked if he would repeat the run, 
Triber replied, ‘‘Yes, I’d do it again, It 
was fun and the machine is really a 
pleasure to ride.’’ 

Triber said he’d probably wait until 
someone broke his record, “I now know 
another, faster route, I don’t want todis- 
close it though.’’ 

He followed Interstate 5 to Highway 99 
and then back to 5. 

Triber expressed surprise at the ab- 
sence of oil leaks at the end of the run 
and praised the smoothness of the big 
three-cylinder machine, Gas mileage 
was rather low; Triber said he figured 
roughly 28 miles per gallon was the best 
figure he got. He may have traveled 
slightly above normal touring speeds at 
times... 

The new Three-Flag Record erases 
the 28 hours, 7 minutes, set by Fred 
Ham on a Harley-Davidson on September 
1, 1963. The first Three-Flag record 
was established by Cannonball Baker, 
August 24-27, 1915, who made the jour- 
ney in 81 hours, 15 minutes. A “record” 
of 32 hours flat was attributed to Doug 
Woodward riding a Honda on May 12, 
1960; however, according to the record 
books, his elapsed time falls four hours 
short of Fred Ham’s former record of 
28 hours, 7 minutes. 


25th VICTORY NOTCHED BY MARKEL 
AT TERRE HAUTE 20 LAP NATIONAL

TERRE HAUTE, INDIANA May 11— Bart 
Markel took the high road and Mert Law- 
will took the low road and Bartgotto the 
checkered before him, The scene was 
the 20-lap half mile National Champion- 
ship promoted by Betzel Smith ona near- 
perfect track in weather that alternately 
drizzled and shone, 

Markel had set fast time, leading off 
the expert qualifying laps and Gene Ro- 
mero held 2nd fastest time. But the 
shocker of the afternoon was Amateur 
David Aldana, who set 3rd fastest time 
on his BSA! 

Aldana backed it up in his heat race 
after tussling with Ken Pressgrovefrom 
Topeka, Kansas, Pressgrove gave Al- 
dana a good battle, only to lose his skid- 
shoe and then had to work hard to hang 
onto 4th place and a transfer into the 
main, Aldana’s fellow Californian Don 
Castro won the second Amateur heatand 
Mike Mathews snatched the third. 

` Come final time, Pressgrove leaped 
out to a big lead while Aldana gota rotten 
start. But Ken soon played Goliath to 
young David as Aldana worked up, got 
under him; they bumped once and Press- 
grove was down.,, and out, Castro earned 
2nd place, followed by Robin Martin from 
Orchard Lake, Mich., Danny Ware from 
Lawton, Okla. and Des Moines’ Mike 
Mathews, 

Markel’s luck nearly left him in the 
first expert heat, The timing slipped on 
his Harley-Davidson and he barely held 
on to 3rd behind Cal Rayborn, who was 
hunched low over the handlebars and 





Gary Nixon, sitting bolt upright in 2nd 
place. Eddie Wirth gathered 4th place 
and a ride in the semi, 

The second expert heat was a Mert 
Lawwill-Dick Mann battle with Lawwill 
winning that time, Mann the runner-up, 
the Chuck Palmgren and Freddie Nix, 
nursing a badly misfiring factory H-D. 

Heat number three was Gene Ro- 
mero's, after he tailed Larry Palmgren 
most of the way, then horsepowered 
around him for the victory. Dan Haaby 
held down 3rd place with Jim Rice earn- 
ing 4th and a Semi start, 

Nix had the semi all under control 
while Wirth and Rice clung to the other 
two transfer spots. 

Then the Big One leaped off the line, 
Lawwill took a commanding lead and as 
they came around completing lap one it 
was Lawwill, Rayborn, Romero, 
Nixon, Markel, Larry Palmgren, Chuck 
Palmgren, Wirth, Rice and Nix. 

Nixon and Markel zapped Mann to- 
gether on lap 2 and Markel took Nixon 
on the third lap, moving to 2nd spot on 
lap 6. Bart’s Harley had been modified 
by tuner Eddie Warren, brother of #82 
Jack Warren, so that it fired differently. 
The motor sounded like it was running 
under water, It made a ‘‘bloop-bloop’’ 
sound every time it fired, similar to the 
sound a motor makes when the exhaust 
pipes are removed. Whatever Warren 
had once, it was working. Bart rode high 
while Mert stuck to the wide groove and 
on lap 10 Markel jets past Lawwill like 
nobody’s business, The crowd loved it. 


Nix had dropped out, p.o’d, on lap 9 
with a misfire and Rayborn, a solid 3rd 
in lap 11, went out on the 16th circuit 
with engine trouble, Chuck Palmgren had 
passed Nixon once, but dropped back be- 
hind his teammate again, 

And Markel sped to his 25th national 
win, ahead by a straightaway. Only two 
more such victories and Bart will have 
equalled Joe Leonard’s all-time record 
of 27 national wins, 

The 20 lapper puts Mert Lawwill solid- 
ly in the lead’ with 171 Grand National 
Championship points, followed by Mar- 
kel, 2nd with 133, Cal Rayborn moved 
back to 3rd with 105 points, RonGrantis 
4th with 91 and Gene Romero is tied with 
Mike Duff for 5th place with 82 markers 
each, Results are as follows:

The Safari Trail Riders and others 
turned out in full force Sunday, May 4 to 
police up Bean Canyon near Lancaster, 
Calif. in an effort to keep it open for 
off-road riders, The club, assisted by a 
dozen non-members, picked up and haul- 
ed out numerous truck loads of trashand 
circulated among the campers in the 
canyon, asking them to cooperate in 
keeping the area clean, 

Everything went well until the last 
truck was pulling away, A sheep herder 
drove up, looked around, and began post- 
ing the area, Cycle News inquired and 
found out he does in fact own part of the 
property, leases the rest from private 
landowners, acting within his rights to 
close Bean Canyon. 

We talked to the Bakersfield sheep- 
man and his opinion was that there is no 
way bikes and sheep can co-exist, He 
claims to have seen riders blastthrough 
a herd of his animals, scattering them 
and running pounds of mutton off their 
fat little bodies. This seems to be a 
common tale (no pun intended) among 
sheep ranchers. 

We think it highly unlikely a motor- 
cyclist would charge into a herd of 
sheep. Wool offers poor traction and the 
intelligent sheep running every-which- 
way would be more of a hazard to the 
bike and rider than to themselves, On the * 
rancher’s side, if anincident suchas this 
happened, we could hardly blame the 
man, His livelihood may be threatened. 
He says cutting doughnuts on spring grass 
deprives his animals of food. 

That’s where it stands, Bean Canyonis 
closed. Determining who was at fault is 
almost impossible, Was it justanimosity 
toward motorcycles that closed it, or the 
act of an irresponsible rider? 
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Bart Markel needs only two more National

Rec Vehicles To 
Have Trails If Cal. 
Law Passes 


T wo years study by an advisory com- 
mittee has resulted in California Senate 
Bill 684, which changes the name of the 
24-year-old Riding and Hiking Trails 
Act to` “Recreational Trails” and in- 
cludes vehicle trails along with horse and 
pedestrian facilities. Separate trails for 
vehicles would be created. Itis not known 
yet whether bikes and buggies would have 
to share the same trails, 

The bill moved out of the Senate Na- 
tural Resources Committee last week 
with a **do pass” recommendation, Cal- 
ifornia readers should contact their state 
representatives and urge them to vote 
yes on SB 684,

ROSAMOND, Calif, May 11— The Moth-

SCRAMBLIN 
AROUND.

Last week we mentioned that District 
37’s Secretary-Treasurer Ben Bok had 
spent the day at Perris to check out the 
scrambles situation, and that we’d keep 
you posted on the outcome, Well, Ben 
has turned in a very good report on what 
he learned from talkingto riders and 
from watching the proceedings, He ad- 
mits he’s an outsider at scrambles, but 
it takes someone like that to see the 
situation more clearly than those of us 
who live with it week after week. 

In next weeks’ column we’ll tell what 
happened at the Competition Committee 
but here are some of the subjects we'll 
be hashing over. No dual sanction dates 
for 1970 and for following years until the 
scrambles scene is built up to where 
two clubs can throw a race on the same 
day without one going down the tube fi- 
nancially.

When the big bikes were in their 
glory was when you saw spectators lin- 
ing the fences. The big bikes dropped 
off and so did those paying fans. If you're 
an ultra-lightweight, don’t get mad, we're 
one too, but the paying people would 
much rather see big booming Triumphs 
and Beezers than a pack of 100’s luv! 
So we have to get the big classes built 
up again. 

Another suggestion we're really all 
for is sure to cause some yelling and 
screaming. That is, all existing tracks 
Should be slowed down by adding turns 
and obstacles and allowing the surface to 
deteriorate somewhat. New tracks should 
be laid out as scrambles tracks, NOT 
TT tracks, and do away with TT events 
altogether. Once again before getting too 
uptight on this, think back. Crater Bowl, 
Rusty Nails, San Pedro, Spencer Park, 
they weren’t TT scrambles tracks, they 
were scrambles. And look at the quality 
of rider they produced! Those guys 


learned how to ride, not road race, and 
if you don’t remember those days, it

Around November the rumor mills in AMA 
professional circles were alive. In Worthington 
the Competition Congress had just made 
radical and unpredicted changes in the rules 
governing dirt track racing. That fact, 
combined with no detailed information about 
those rules, set up wild speculation. 

It is known that the limit had been raised 
from 500cc to 750cc for OHV motors, and 
that a rear brake was legal and optional, but 
little else was known. The immediate response 
was to mourn the demise of the KR and the 
Gold Star. Some said the 750cc Webcor 
equipped Triumph was legal. Some claimed 
that the production Honda four would 
legalize the Hailwood motor, and some 
predicted a summer of slaughter caused by 
upstart scrambles riders trying to use brakes 
on the half-mile. In short, the whole fruit 
basket seemed to be dumping over. 

The Springfield race at the Clark County 
Fairgrounds in Ohio, however, indicates that 
no one is going to be in real trouble. If the 
AMA has done anything to professional 
flattrack racing by changing the rules, it is for 
the better. 

By the end of the 1967 season the circuit 
had become a private battlefield between the 
KR and the 500 Triumph. Now it looks as if 
the coming season is going to hold a great deal 
more excitement in variety and 
experimentation. 


MEANWHILE DOWN "IN THE PITS :

standard trim. Gearing problems kept it from 
flexing its muscles for the fans. 


True, the old Gold Star will now pass away, 
but exponents of BSA have open possibilities 
with the 650cc Lightining. In the end it will 
be a far cheaper bike to maintain than the 
500cc single, which had been developed 
beyond reliability and had outlived. its parts 
supply. Nor is the KR dead. The Harley camp 
is very much alive and well with many 
innovations. 

For these reasons, Springfield 1969 proved 
an interesting meet. It always has been 
important as the mid-west season opener, for 
it is the first chance for the factories and 
independent tuners to test their machinery 
before the demanding and costly grind of the 
summer season begins. Last year, for example, 
Gary Nixon traveled all the way from 
Baltimore to test the revolutionary Sonic 
frame. It was worth the trip. Nixon won, and 
by the end of the year the Sonic was a 
necessary item on the Triumph owner's 
winning list. But Springfield 1969 was more 
important than ever, for the riders were 
testing not just minor changes, but a whole 
new line of motors and book of rules.

LOOK TO THE EAST 

Triumph, with the Baltimore crew setting 
the example, seems to have the rising star for 
the season with its 650cc Bonneville. Rumor 
has it that Nixon tested the 750cc triple this 
winter, then settled on the Bonneville, and for 
the private owner especially it is a happy 
choice. The Bonneville, with minimal 
modifications, has all the power most riders 
will ever need on a half-mile oval, and the 
privateer can modify his Sonic 500 frame to 
fit, though a new frame for the 650 is 
available. 

George Loveless, for example, purchased a 
pair of Sonics at the end of last season, and, 
like many others could see no reason in 
throwing away such an expensive mess of 
tubing. With a little cutting and re-welding, 
and some aluminum adapting plates, the 
Bonnevilles fit nicely. They require far less 
critical tuning than the little 500, providing a 
good margin of reliability in their greater 
basic horsepower. 

Gary Nixon, of course, was on the show 
stopper. His Bonneville was cradled in a 
beautiful new Sonic springer, sporting chrome 
reversed-cone megaphones, and backed up by 
a hydraulic disc brake. Strangely, the head on 
the racing Bonneville is mo*^ed from the 
TR-6. The TR-6 head is re-ported just as the 
company did its 500cc head before the 
Daytona model was available. It is felt that 
the straight porting that results is probably 
more efficient than tbe splayed ports of the 
standard Bonneville. The stock splayed-port 
version is still on the agenda for testing. 

Most privateers were running TT pipes 
because they felt that the extra power 
afforded by the megaphones was not 
necessary. Though the straight-piped version 
seemed to be muscular enough, we will 
probably see more factory megaphones as the 
season progresses and they become more 
readily available. 


MILWAUKEE VARIETY 
These anxieties showed up in the Harley 
pits in the preponderance and variety of 
innovations. One can see everything from the 
old Linkert carburetor to single and twin 
Tillotsons. KR riders are trying every 
combination to get the power necessary to 
beat the British twins. The conventional 
flathead with Linkert is still competitive, but 
the most radical version of the KR now 
employs domed pistons, twin Tillotsons, and 
even megaphones. 

Bart Markel showed up with the twin-carb 
layout, but with straight pipes. Alton Story is 
running the domed pistons with 48 inch 
megaphones and a single Tillotson. Some 
tuners claim the megaphones do not increase 
power, but the heat race where first year 
Expert Story flatly outraced Darrel Dovel, the 
1968 overall points winner on dirt, proved 
that they certainly do no harm. 

Larry Darr had the most curious 
combination of the new and the old. His KR 
carried a hydraulic disc brake on the rear, but 
retained the antiquated Linkert carburetor.

looking for the right combination. Last year 
the factory came out with the unconventional 
springer, turning away from the traditional 
rigid dirt-track suspension. This, however, 
seemed to be a matter of taste. Calvin 
Rayborn, extraordinary on pavement, felt 
more at home on the springer while Bart 
Markel seldom managed to make it act right. 
Bart's Springfield bike employed the rigid 
rear-end he prefers, but the rigid section now 
sports the adjustable rear axle tabs that 
proved so successful on the Sonic Triumps. 


BEEZER RENAISSANCE 

BSA also is going to put some life into dirt 
track racing. A half-dozen Gold Stars were 
present, but many riders were on 650 twins or 
were riding the Stars only because their new 
twins were still in the works. 

Judging from the performance on the track, 
BSA has a real powerhouse with the basic 
Lightning engine, and it compares far better 
with the 650 Triumph that the 600 twins ever 
did with their counterparts. Indeed, some 
BSA riders claim that the fact that the 650 is 
actually a larger upper end placed upon a 
lower end with stroke identical to the 500, 
giving it oversquare dimensions, offers more 
developmental possibilities than the 
Bonneville. 

As it is now, at the beginning of the season, 
it is an impressive motor, so one can expect 
great things if BSA works as hard on tuning as 
Triumph and Harley-Davidson do. The BSA 
rider also has access to a Sonic or sonic-type. 
frame. Several companies are now in the 
business, and one rider said that he had 
ordered one frame from Sonic and one from a 
competitive ccompany. All examples present 
were running TT pipes, for the general feeling 
seems to be that there is enough power on tap 
to allow the tuner to concentrate on handling, 
gearing, and reliability rather than tricky 
business in the motor. 

Only one Norton was present, but this 
motor, due to-its brutish power in basic tune, 
may be one that receives more attention as 
the season progresses. Tom Bowersox's mount 
was based on the stock P-11 motor and frame. 
He said that so far most of his attention had 
gone into proper gearing, and that he hadn't 
been able to think much about handling, 
although the tough P-11 frame, designed for 
desert scrambling, should do nicely with no 
modifications. 

In the motor, only the cams had been 
changed for a slightly more radical timing. 
Small diameter TT pipes were used for better 
torque, but Bowersox feels that little else 
must be done. Apparently, like the Lightning, 
the P-11 offers enough basic horsepower for 
the builder to devote his efforts to reliability.

VISALIA, CAL., May 10 — More than 

sixty proud owners of the West's finest 

vintage motorcycles gathered in the heat G 
at Visalia, California to show their ma- 

chines, swap parts and stories, andcom- 

pete in judging. 

The second Annual Classic and Antique 
Motorcycle Rally attracted twice as many 
entrants as last year. The two-day event 
brought almost forgotten brand names 
such as Pope, Henderson, Rudge, Cleve- 
land, Scott, and others to theSan Joaquin 
Valley. Many of the bikes are museum 
pieces, restored to concours condition, 
looking perhaps better than they did when 
new. 

Quite a few were ridden to Visalia and 
most were in running condition, Bob 
Ross, owner of Motorcycles Only rode 
a 1928 Harley-Davidson from San Pedro, 
starting out at three a.m, Saturday. A 
friend riding a 1926 Harley was not so 
lucky, his engine seized a few miles out 
of Los Angeles and he and the bike fin- 
ished the ride in the back of a truck, 
Ross’s ride was not without incident, The 
battery began spewing acid all over the 
rear of the motorcycle. Ross stopped and 
threw buckets of water on the fender in 
time to avoid damage to the paint. He 
took the award for the antique ridden the 
greatest distance. 

In most cases the bikes had been found 
in barns or hidden away in back corners 
of garages. Some were in deplorable 
condition, Parts were missing, glass was 
broken, tires were rotting off the wheels. 
L.W, Parker's 1911 Indian was little 
more than a rusted frame before its lov- 
ing restoration. The belt drive machine 
is now original with the exception of tires 
and the pulley attached tothe rear wheel. 
The wooden pulley was hand made and 
Parker deserves a medal for his solu- 
tion to the lack of 1911 Indian tires, It 
seems that Dunlop broke their mold for 
18-inch tires of the type needed so Park- 
er stretched 16 inch tires to fit the rim, 
A 16-inch tire is not the easiest thing to 
fit on an 18-inch rim, but 16-inch tires 
on 18-inch rims area tribute to Parker’s 
perseverance, The work and trouble paid 
off: Parker ran away with best antique 
honors. 

Judges named Jim Davis’s 1940 Indian 
four cylinder best classic.Most Unusual 
class was taken by Paul Madigan's 1928 
water cooled Scott, The two-cycle, three 
speed machine was rated at 30 h.p. 

John Coursey took the Harley-David- 
son award on a 1938 H-D UL only to have 
the engine seize coming up the Grapevine 
on his way back to Los Angeles. John was 
accompanied by Rob Robbins who won the 
award for best German Classic with a 
1955 Zundapp. The Harley-Davidson was 
left in a gas stationand the hefty Coursey 
doubled up with Robbins for the ride back 
to Los Angeles. 

A total of twenty-six awards were given 
to participants in the concours, Frank 
Conley, secretary and founder of the 
Classic and Antique Motorcycle Associa- 
tion put it this way, ‘‘We want to encour- 
age healthy competition and give out a 
lot of trophies, Dog-eat-dog rivalry 
where one big trophy is handed to the 
man who spent the most money is not 
our aim." 

The Saturday night steak dinner was 
praised but the poker run Sunday lacked 
a little lime, A vee in the road was un- 
marked and most of the riders got lost. 

The Visalia Ramblers M.C furnished 
their clubhouse for entrants who were 
unable to get motel rooms. 

The old ones are still very muchalive 
and doing well. The C.A.M.A, Rally was 
a golden opportunity for people tonot only 
see these beautiful classics and antiques 
but to watch them being ridden, It was a 
living, breathing museum.

TWENTY-NINE PALMS, Cal., April 26— 
Over a thousand road riding motorcy- 
clists from three western states rode to 
Twenty-Nine Palms to attend the 9th 
Annual City of Hope Spring Tour, Six 
hundred and five paid their entry fee and 
actively took part in the tour activities, 
The tour grossed $5,307.76 and after the 
expenses had been paid, $4,047.96 was 
the proceeds for the City of Hope Nation- 
al Medical Center at Duarte, California, 

“No patient ever pays at the City of 
Hope," Mel Heininger, Executive Co- 
ordinator for the city explained, ‘‘but the 
patient is never subjected to the indignity 
of ‘charity’ by either word or deed." 
That is one of the precepts that the cen- 
ter is founded on. Such is the worthy 
cause supported by the Spring Tour, 
promoted by the Southern California Road 
Riders Committee, an association of 18 
motorcycle clubs, 

Many riders were on the road Friday 
evening and camped over night at Knott’s 
Sky Park, 

The program got underway at 1 p.m, 
when the Huntington Park Elk's Club 
Drill Team gave an exhibition of pre- 
cision drill maneuvers and stunt riding 
on the main street of Twenty-nine Palms, 
This drill team is widely known as the 
only club west of the Mississippi doing 
the High Pyramid — six men three high 
on two motorcycles. The group also un- 
veiled a new stunt that incorporated 6 
men on one bike. Four, one oneach side, 
front and rear, bent back from the ma- 
chine with their arms extended and 
shoulders nearly scraping the pavement 
forming the petals of the ‘‘Sunflower.’’

At the end of the arena, the petals closed 
up for the turnaround and then opened for 
the return run, It was a beautiful perfor- 
mance of symmetrical grace on two 
wheels, 

The Silver Eagles started the forma- 
tions of clubs, Twenty three motorcycle 
clubs passed through town flying the 
National Standard, the State Flag andthe 
Club Colors. When all 500 bikes (includ- 
ing the outriders) were rolling, the 
Eagles fell in and twisted the parade’s 
tail back to Sky Park. 

A tremendous traffic jam resulted 
when all of the cyclists and what looked 
like half the high desert’s population 
gathered at the entrance of Sky Park, 
Once in and settled, the Elk’s team again 
exhibited their prowess for almost an 
hour. 

In year’s past, it has been customary 
for the various motorcycle clubs to make 
individual contributions to the City of 
Hope. The Too Tireds Motorcycle Club, 
through many hours of hard work con- 
ducting a yard sale, presented Mel Hein- 
inger $201. That, the only individual con- 
tribution this year brought the net pro- 
ceeds of the tour to $4,221.12. 

The Ace of Clubs appeared next dem- 
onstrating their skills of close order 
drill on two wheels. Their performance 
brought them much applause from >the 
2500 spectators gathered in the park, 

Spyder, the rear wheel artist dazzled 
the crowd with his daring wheelies, some 
while standing on the seat, Spyder has 
appeared at prior Spring Tours and has 
become a favorite of the local citizens, 
During the parade, several townspeople 
were heard to ask cyclists if Spyder was 
going to perform today.

.Howard Eble and the High Way Kings 
set-up their’ equipment 4nd,started the 
field events shortly after the Ace of Clubs 
took their bows, Eble and his group have 
come to be the acknowledged experts on 
field events. Many clubs seek their ser- 
vices for their own rallies, So many 
riders registering for the field events 
cut the number of events to a slow race, 
plant ride, and egg race. Several heats 
were required to eliminate the contest- 
ants, During the final runoff of the slow 
race, Harry Fisher, captain of the Hunt- 
ington Park Elk’s Drill Team disquali- 
fied early in the course, His last oppo- 
nent, Burney Clark was unaware of itand 
very intent on balancing his BMW at the 
speed of 0-1/4 mph. Harry started clown- 
ing it up doing slow circles behind Bur- 
ney. Pulling up just within Burney’s side 
vision, Harry would then drop back and 
do a ‘‘no-hands slow circle,’’ He chased 
Burney three quarters the length of the 
course before Burney became aware of 
the crowd's laughter. 


The food is cateredfor the Spring Tour 
by Fords restaurant in Twenty- Nine 
Palms. Bud Ford has extended himself 
in every way for nine years to benefit the 
City of Hope and improve the image of 
motorcycling. He obtains the food at 
wholesale, donates the use of his facili- 
ties and hired help. Cyclists, notabiy the 
ladies of the Knights and Majestics M.C, 
spent most of Friday evening slicing 350 
Ibs. of roast beef and several hundred 
heads of cabbage for the cole slaw. 

Bill Miller attracted a huge, well-fed, 
crowd around the truck when he started 
drawing tickets for the merchandise 
awards, Never before has so much been 
given away at a Spring Tour or any other 
raliy. Twenty helmets were dispensed to 
the lucky riders along with 25 sets of 
spark plugs, leather belts, boots, jackets, 
gift certificates ($25 type), tires— over 
100 items of merchandise was given away 
by draw. Darrol Steen of the Pacific 
Coasters M,C, was the champion ‘‘getter 
of ‘69.’ His efforts accounted for thirteen 
of the twenty helmets, the plugs, in fact, 
most of the goodies. By the time Bill had 
handed out all of the gems darkness had 
closed in, many riders were sacking in 
for the night, and the park settled down to 
a low roar until 2 a.m. when the beer and 
booze group roared in and made their 
boisterous way to bed. (When they could 
find it.) 


Eight a.m. came tooearly for everyone 
(the clock sprang forward 1 hour), but 
those hardy souls of the spit and polish 
set were on the line, caressing their ma- 
chines with soft flannel for the dress 
competition, Only two clubs stood outfor 
judging, but the individual competitors 
numbered about sixty. 

The Torch of Hope Trophy furnished 
by the National Medical Center is unique 
in design and rare in it’s presentation, 
They are available to motorcyclists only 
at the City of Hope Spring Tour, Until 
1967 they were extremely valuable to the 
proud recipients as they had to be earned 
by individual achievement in competition. 
In recent years, the RRC Fathers award 
the rare beautiful torch trophies to those 
who worked very hard to earnthe recog- 
nition and then, to quote the Executive 
Coordinator, “Slap them in the face,” by 
giving identical awards to riders who 
have done no more to earn them than find 
their way to the proper town and pay the 
required entry fee. 


Eighteen Torch Trophies were award- 
ed to winners of the dress competition, 
Nineteen Torches were then given away 
by draw, Fifteen cyclists earned their 
Torch of Hope in the field events exhibit- 
ing considerable skill, but nineteen warm 
bodies were given identical trophies. Mr, 
Heininger expressed pure disgust of the 
practice when informed that both his and 
his wife's names had been drawn for 
2 trophy. 


The big winner of the day was Steve 
Boren of La Verne, California, whopur- 
chased a ticket on the Harley-Davidson 
M-65 motorcycle, He won it! His machine 
will come to him courtesy of the Southern 
California Harley-Davidson Dealers As-

The image of the motorcyclists was 
vastly improved this year by the absence 
of the serape and sissy-bar set, Word 
had gone out that they were not welcome

Most riders questioned, were satisfied 
with the tour and planned to return for 
the 10th Spring Tour next year. Mel 
Heininger was very pleased and on behalf 
of the patients and staff of the City of 
Hope thanked the riders for their support 
and participation in the 9th Annual Spring 
Tour.

Inter-Am Series To Start In 
Sweden? 

Word is that the popular Inter-Am 
series will begin in Sweden this year, If 
true, it makes one wonder what the “Am? 
part means. Guess it doesn't mean 
America, Be tough on Americans who 
want those points. 

The series is real popular with the 
Swedes and we'll probably see a whole 
flock of them this summer at the 4th of 
July races celebrating America's Inde- 
pendence Day. They'll probably also stop 
over for the East Coast races too, at 
Pepperell, Mass. 

The first of Pepperell’s qualifying 
races was held, and a success it was. 
Three thousand fans watched and paid at 
the gate so the promoters could offer the 
$600 prize money that was promised, 

It was the first of six such races that 
will select who will ride in the Massa- 
chusetts Inter-Am series. Each of the 
qualifying races pays a purse, as does 
the Inter-Am, solely for the Americans 
that ride — the internationals have their 
own and separate purse to split up. Not 
only does this system help the riders but 
it gets the best riders too.

Konig builds multi-cylinder, water- 
cooled, two stroke engines, They have 
fitted one boat engine, which produces

impressive. 

This particular engine is a four 
cylinder, with four carbs all breathing 
through one disc valve located on top of 
the fore and aft engine (two cylinders in 
front and two lying back horizontally). 
Bore and stroke are square at 54 mm,A 
belt driven pump drives the water cool- 
ant from a tank under the engine through 
a radiator, Typical Konig thinking dis- 
penses with normal theory on expansion 
chambers, justfour collector pipes blow- 
ing into a large round tank,

Compulsory Safety First 


In England another nail in the motor- 
cycle’s coffin was driven into the pas- 
senger on a bike. New regulations will 
force the bike rider to carry insurance 
for the pillion rider. 

Of course this will cost extra, but the 
clincher is that everybody will have to 
have it— whether they carry a passenger 
or not. 

The English, though, are stout people 
(living in England proves it) and have 
started a battle royal. They call it ‘‘opt- 
ing out" and what it means is that they 
want the privilege of not taking the in- 
surance and taking their chances, Not too 
much to ask really. 


The Other Half 


Eric Cheney is a special bits and 
pieces builder similar to the Rickmans. 
He works in the **other half'' area — that 
is, he makes things lighter to improve 
the horsepower to weight factor rather 
than adding horsepower. He is an ex- 
motocross man and is known for his 
lightweight parts and excellent handling 
chassis. 

Cheney offers lightweight alloy fork 
sliders, wheel hubs, fender brackets, 
clutch hubs and related and assorted 
parts. His chassis accept two strokes, 
Triumphs and Victor engines. He now 
becomes doubly important because he 
has added big bore Victor barrels to 
his line. 

Two strokers may scoff at all this 
concern over a four stroke but despite 
having all those valves and cams and 
etc. but when punched out this is one 
four stroke that isn’t dead yet. 


Paper Tigers 


The builders of those finely detailed 
model motorcycles, the Protar series, 
are to offer superb drawings of famous 
racing motorcycles. The drawings are on 
a card 12 c 18’, suitable for framing and 
should please any motorcycle lover, The 
first four in the series are the Mk8 KTT 
Velocette, the 1939 TT BMW, the 1957 
Moto Guzzi and the AJS Porcupine. 

Protar will be remembered for the 
exact detail and abundance of moving 
parts on their models — there are none 
better! Steens and Cycle World both offer 
the models and it is hoped they will see 
fit to offer the drawings. Prices should 
be fair indeed, around two dollars each. 


Clymer on Metisse? 


Evergreen Floyd Clymer, importer 
of Munch motorcycles (and many others), 
has had his factory heads meetings with 
the Rickmans. They viewed the two pro- 
totype Metisses with Munch’s engines 
that the Rickmans assembled, One is a 
racer with the 8-valve twin which is 
descended from the old Horex motor- 
cycle of the mid-fifties, The other is a 
similar engined (without the 8 valves) 
street machine. 


Flip-Flop Tweedledee 


There is the AMA, There is also the 
world body, the FIM, and occasionally 
talk of a merger of the two. Very seldom, 
though, does one hear of the blunders 
and flip-flop policies the FIM seems to 
be capable of, 

They recently had their big meeting 
and some of last year’s rules have been 
thrown out already — even before they’ve 
had a chance to be applied! ‘Ow’s that, 
then? Big plan last year was to limit the 
world championship road race machines 
to make them more closely resemble 
production machines and give every- 
body a more even break (sounds like the 
AMA, eh?). 

For instance, the big bikes were to 
have only two cyclinders, now it looks 
like it’s OK to have four again. There 
was to be a weight minimum for 250cc 
machines of 220 pounds but now that 
doesn’t seem to go anymore and the 198 
pound limit seems better again. One 
wonders if the two cylinders-and six 
speeds for little bikes will hold up. Only 
time will tell. One thing is for sure, 
builders will be waiting with baited 
breath to see if their new racers will be 
able to qualify, They can take heart 
though — sooner or later the rules will 
change and they'll be legal again. 

Maybe all their trouble is because they 
have no leader for their Sporting Com- 
mittee (they put off the problem of find- 
ing one another six months). Now if we 
only had a spare AMA executive to loan 
them.

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CYCLE PROFILES 


A motorcycle means many different 
things to cyclists. To some itis a medium 
for the thrills of racing; to some it is a 
means of transportation; to others it is 
a source of recreation and participation 
in the outdoors, 

But, to Derald Erickson, fruit grower 
in the Lower Tieton area near Yakima, 
Wash., the motorcycle is practically his 
staff of life, 

His Honda 90 makes possible the suc- 
cessful operation of his 40acre orchard, 
Without his handy ‘‘bike’’ it is doubtful 
that he could makea living from his farm, 

His orchard is located in a low area, 
often hit by frost that could destroy his 
crops. Frost protection is the first line 
of defense for him against disaster, 
where the temperature frequently drops 
as low as 19 degrees. 





DERALD ERICKSON 


“Lots of people don’t believe you can 
raise fruit under these conditions. The 
only way we manage is by using fans to 
pull warm air down from the higher 
levels of the orchard,” Erickson ex- 
plains. He has two powerful wind ma- 
chines in his fruit orchard. Oneisa wind 
machine with a Ram-jet, which creates 
its own heat through its motors. 

The Honda is his means of getting to 
his machines quickly when their opera- 
tions are needed to save the crops. 

Erickson has created numerous other 
devices and techniques which put profit 
into his orchard, But these would be use- 
less if he did not have Honda, which he 
calls his quick and economical means of 
getting around those 40 acres. He has 
developed the skill of operating his cycle 
with his right hand only, leaving his left 
hand free to tote tools and equipment, 

The lower acres of his smallone-man 
(with the help of his wife) farm are

planted in Red Rome and Winesap apple 
trees; and the upper acres in Red and 
Golden Delicious apples. 

In between he has from 30 to 40feeder 
cattle, comprising a rare combination of 
fruit and cattle, 

To most people familiar withfarming, 
they can't comprehend how Erickson can 
make a solid and comfortable living on 
his 40 acres. 

They would understand if they realized 
how Erickson uses his Honda to quickly 
attend to any operations that may be re- 
quired. According to any textbook on 
farming, he shouldn’t be succeeding; but 
he is. 

He says his Honda makes his profit 
possible, 

Its the hired hand that does so much 
for him,

To build a suitable hitch for a BMW, start with a piece of heavy iron stock about twenty 
inches long. Cut off two four inch pieces and in one drill a hole the size of the left end of your 
front axle. In the other drill a hole the size of the right end of your front axle. In the center of 
the twelve inch piece over left over, drill a 5/8 inch hole. Now weld the two four inch sections 
(A) vertically to the long piece (B) equidistant from the center hole, so that your total width is 
just less than the space between your front fork swinging arms. Underneath weld two bits of 
right-angle stock (C) just the width of your trailer hitch tongue (D) so when it is all bolted 
down the bike hitch won't turn. Bolt it on, big axle hole to the left, put your BMW on its 
center stand, remove front wheel and brake, lift it up to the hitch by the fork arms (easier than 
you would think), and slide the axle through the holes and bolt up just as if you were mounting 
the wheel. You're ready to go, and it's cheap. 


CHEAP! CHEAP! CHEAP! 

I spent less than $5.00 on the example picture, and $3.50 of that went for welding and 
drilling. If you have your own torch and drill-press you've got it made for about 6 cents per 
pound. 

After about 2000 miles of hauling three different bikes, I've had no trouble. The bike follows 
nicely, works well on its own suspension, and there will be no wear on the front axle if 
everything is snug. Be sure to disconnect the speedometer, and forget the whole idea if your 
BMW has ever shown a tendency to jump in or out of gear. With any other motorcycle you 
could simply disconnect the secondary chain, but with a BMW something would have to come 
unglued if it were to jump into low gear at 60 or 70 mph. 

The only thing wrong with this set-up is that you should never have to haul a BMW. That's 
why the people in Munich put out a contract for my life when I sent them drawings. But look 
at it this way, maybe you have a car you need to push?

How | Went To Europe And 


Raced Motocross 


I will now tell you about the race last 
week, It was at Marouset near Braine- 
le-Compte, on Thursday, May 1st.

At the bottom, 
the ground went away at right angles to 
the base of the hill. It looks something 
like this: 


When you came to the bottom there 
was a neck-breaking jolt, then a right 
hand cover, and up another hill. I loved 
the downhill because it was so hairy. 

It rained all night, so next morning the 
track was a mire rather than the beautiful 
traction of the previous day. During prac- 
tice they cut out the big down hill be- 
cause the promoters said it was too 
dangerous, In the race you had to hit the 
four big uphills in low gear, and drag 
both feet to stay upright in one of the 
ruts up the hill, It was so difficult that 
even Joel crashed several times, got 
stuck some places, and had to push over 
the top a couple of times also, 

The first leg turned out to be my best 
performance in European Motocross so 
far. I got ninth in a field of over forty of 
the top European riders. I was very 
pleased. I am learning every race. I 
think I will be doing OK by the end of 
this season. 

Cheri, my wife, has been a great help 
to me here, She does most of my typing 
and letter writing. If you receive letters 
with lots of mistakes, they are from me. 
We live in a fourteen foot house trailer 
and as you know, fourteen feet is not 
very much living space. Cheri puts up 
with it all quite well. She makes our 
little home very comfortable, At the 
races, she sometimes cleans my Husky 
between races, while I rest, This usually

draws a crowd, and two weeks ago a 
newspaper took her picture while she 
was cleaning. Last week, during a race, 
she pointed out a faster line through 
some very rough sand, and I discovered 
I could go through there in third rather 
than second gear as on previous laps.
